intention as the $1 million con- 
spiracy trial resumed in a sub- 
dued atmosphere before a secu- 
rity-conscious U.S. district judge. 
U.S. marshals guarded entrances 
to the courtroom. 


Daniel Maher, a Hoffa attorney, 


sought to move for a mistrial but 
Judge William E. Miller told him 
to put the motion in writing and 
submit it to the clerk. Miller said 
he would give it consideration but 
did not want to waste time hear* 
ing defense arguments. 


Hoffa said he suffered no ill ef- 


fects 
from 
the pellets, 
which 


bounced off his body.

nounced that he had a motion, 
not connected with the shooting 
incident, which he

defense objections, Miller ordered 
the courtroom cleared and depu- 
ty marshals placed newspapers 
over the glass panels in the court- 
room doors. 


The shots were fired at Hoffa 


Wednesday by a man identified as 
Warren Swanson, 28, of Washing- 
ton, D.C.

Swanson required 14 stitches to 


repair head wounds. A deputy

back of the head with a pistol and 
a Hoffa bodyguard gbtf in a few 
kicks before the bleeding man was 
led from court in handcuffs.

Marlar and two 
other prisoners escaped from the 
Miller County jail last Augus 
after using a bar of soap wrapped 
in a sock to beat a jailer, police 
said.
